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ELONGATED 
COINS 

It is generally 

accepted that rolling 

of elongated coins in 

the United States 

began at the W orld ’ s 

Columbian Exposi¬ 
tion held in Chicago, Illinois in 1892-93. Elongated 

coins are coins rolled through hand cranked machines 

consisting of reverse-engraved dies cut in steel rollers, 

similar in concept to wringers on old fashioned washing 

machines. Regular coins are run through the rollers 

under tremendous pressure, which passes the coin into 

the die and due to the pressure, stretches the coin into an 

oblong or egg shape in the process. 

Elongated coins come in all denominations plus 

tokens and foreign coins with the one cent piece being by 

far the most com¬ 
mon. It is not illegal 
to make elongated 
issues on U.S. coins. 
Although SEC¬ 
TION 331, TITLE 
18 of the U.S. Code 

prohibits the 
fraudulent alterations and mutilation of U.S. coins, the 

statute does not prohibit mutilation of coins if done 

without fraudulent intent or use. 

With the start as a money making souvenir at world 

fairs or expositions, the elongated coin has evolved into 

mementos for most any event, activity or topic. Many 

more are used as store or personal cards. Prices of 

elongated coins vary depending on number rolled, age, 

denominations, popularity of topic or event, even con- 

* 

dition of the coin. There four books available which 
catalog elongated coins. These books are: The Elon¬ 
gated Collector, by Dottie Dow, published in 1965, 
Today’s Elongateds by Lee Martin, published in 1974; 
Yesterday’s Elongateds, by Lee Martin and Dottie 
Dow, published in 1981 and also the Encyclopedia of 
the Modern Elongated, published by Angelo A. Ro- 
sato, published in 1990. 

Modem elongateds are rolled and sold at many 
events, fairs, shows and other activities. The more 




common and numerous modem elongateds sell for 
between 500 and $1.00 when not used as free hand¬ 
outs. Older elongated coins are found at coin shops 
or shows, flea markets, even at garage sales. Prices 
on the older issues are generally a little higher. It is 
estimated there are a thousand elongated coin col¬ 
lectors with large general collections and thousands 
more who collect topical or specialty elongateds. 

Several die designers and talented engravers 
are commercially available at a moderate cost of $50 

to $75 per die. There are over 100 active “rollers” is

Designing Your Own 
Elongated Coin 

By Don A. Wilkinson, TEC No. 1079 

I have learned during the time that I have been 
into elongated coins that I get a tremendous feeling of 
satisFAction in conceiving an idea for a coin and 
working out the details of the design. When the com¬ 
pleted coin arrives, what a great thing of beauty, joy 
and pride of accomplishment! As a collector, I believe 
you are somewhat unfulfilled until you do your own 
coin. 

I’d like to outline a few things to consider in doing 

a coin: , _ . . . , 

★ Do a coin on an event or activity that you 

know something about. If you don’t research the 
activity so the theme, logo design, slogans or say¬ 
ings are authentic and recognizable as being rele¬ 
vant to the event or activity. 

★ Keep the design simple and uncluttered 
as possible; this is going to be your biggest prob¬ 
lem. Simple single line drawings are best, like those 
in a childrens coloring book.

Perhaps ignorance, unawareness, or obscurantism are but a few 
scholastic words to describe what has been the unfortunate past 
situation in the elongated coin hobby when it came to not knowing the 
answers to some very important questions since the modern revival of 
elongateds beginning in the 1960s. 

It is with certainty that the elongated hobbyist has for a long time 
acknowledged the important and significant need for printed guides 
and reference volumes on the subject of elongated coins. The 
collector has for an extended period in time been confronted with the 
lack of vital, proven and factual information. There were, in earlier 
days, some meager fundamental and uncritical, one-dimensional 
listings lacking in depth and thoroughness concerning the elongateds. 
Later, up to 1979, there was some attentiveness through two or three 
published works: each a courageous effort and very much accepted. 
In them, however, there was an element of speculative and vagueness 
in many areas within the proficiencies to various elongateds. There 
was a definite need for a more in-depth enlightenment encompassing 
a// facets connected to the elongateds and the hobby. 

For a span of almost three decades there has not been a 
comprehensive, informative, complete, or classic publication. 
However, the two major works by Dottie Dow and Lee Martin & Dow 
have been most indispensable. As a point of interest, these books 
have been the essential, integral and a significant influence in the 
survival of elongateds during the struggling growth of the hobby. 


The answer to knowledge is simply through the use of books: not only 
for the books that are readily available....but to review new or 
upcoming volumes that excel, improve or upgrade new elongated coin

Jones Elongated Inventory Purchased 

Rocky Rockholt of San Antonio, Texas and White 
Bear Lake, Minnesota announced that he has pur¬ 
chased the entire inventory, dies and machinery Once 
used by Ralph Jones in producing elongated coins. 

Ralph Jones was a “roller” of elongated coins in 
the early 1960’s and up to about 1972. Jones’ dies were 
hand engraved by two different engravers and the 
resulting elongated coins have unusual three dimen¬ 
sional effects that are not generally achieved today. 
The finished product has been proclaimed as some of 


Designing Your Own Elongated Coin , cont. 

★ Unless the event is strictly a one time affair, 
make the coin design as generic as possible and 

dateless. If it is to be date specific, i.e. a one time date 

■ 

sensitive event, then, of course, include the date. 
Remember, you can have the year date on the reverse 
of the elongated coin used. 

★ Send a pencil sketch of what you desire to 
the die maker who will advise you on layout, set-up, 
and so forth. Usually the die maker will complete the 
design and send you the proposed artwork for ap¬ 
proval before rolling. 

★ You can save the artwork cost by complet¬ 
ing the design yourself. Use stick-on letters which can 
be purchased at an art store or office supply business. 
Letters of 42pt., 36pt. or 30pt. show the best. The die 
maker can provide a blank oval layout on 8 1/2 x 11" 
paper with a variety of borders for you to design on. A 
glue stick, scotch tape, white-out, scissors and clear 
sharp reproductions are essential to producing good 
camera ready copy. Be creative! 

★ It costs approximately $80.00 to get an 
elongated coin die cut and up to 250 cents rolled. Ad¬ 
ditional coins are approximately $15.00 per 100. 

★ The steel roll itself cost $35 to $40.00, if 
you desire to own the roll and die. If not the die maker 
retains possession of the steel roll and will use the 
other three spaces on the roll for other dies. 

★ Spray your coins immediately with clear 
acrylic to retain their bright metal appearance indefi¬ 
nitely. Make presentation cards using reduced size 
artwork and some inventive photocopying on colored 
cover stock. These touches really set off your coin.
